GUNS HEARD IN BRUSSELS. 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 17.—Fighting on 
“the main line between Namur and Brus- 
sels was in progress all day today. The 
distant thunder of cannonading was 
clearly audible in this city. 

After feinting with their right at Diest 
and diverting the attention of the Bel- 
gian field army, which is centered on 
Louvain, the Germans are marching 
direct on Brussels, via Huy and Jo- 
Hoijne. 

This raiding force is believed to con- 
sist mainly of cavalry and artillery, in- 
pluding the much feared motor quick 
firers. These troops are in imminent

GERMANS BRING GREAT HOST. 

A man who spent several days within 
the German lines and whose identity, 
for obvious reasons, is not revealed, says 
that the Germans are bringing op from 
Luxemburg to the most northern limits 
of Belgium an incomprehensible num- 
ber of men, with artillery, horses, and 
supplies. The spirit of the men is ex- 
pressed in the words of a German cay- 
alry private, who said: 

“Our officers have told us we must 
march until the whistle tells us to stop. 
They have told us that it takes a thou- 
sand shots to kill one man, so we are not 
afraid. We can afford to lose a million 
men where the loss of thousands must 
make the enemy halt, or at least hesi- 
tate.”

FRENCH CLAIM VICTORIES, 

PARIS, Aug. 17.—An official an 
nouncement today by the French war 
office says: 

“The advance of the French armies 
continues to develop. Our troops bave 
taken the heights to the north of the 
Alsatian frontier in German territory, 
and the French lines now passes 
through Abrechevillier, Lorquin, Azou- 
dange, and Marsal. 

“In the Donon or Rougemont region 
we have occupied Schirmeck, eight 
miles from Saales in Alsace, and we 
have captured twelve German field 
guns, eight machine guns, and twelve 
gun carriages with ammunition. 

„Our cavalry has penetrated as far 
as Lutzelhausen and Muhlbach or Ros- 
heim.

BY MONTENEGRO 


Message Also Tells of Fight 
with Austrians In 
Herzegovina. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—A dispatch from 
Rome to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany says the Montenegrin troops have 
crossed the Bosnian frontier and occupied 
the town of Tchainitze after a battle. 
The dispatch adds that the Montene- 
gtins have captured eight Austrian block - 
houses in Herzegovina, between Bilek and 
Trebinje. They. have occupied seven vil- 
lages.near Trebinje and have taken tweive 
Austrian officers prisoners. 

In a dispatch from Cettinje, Montene- 
gro, the correspondent of Reuter’s News 
Agency says Montenegrin forces have 
been engaged for the last two deys with 
a strong detachment of Austrian troops 
in the neighborhood of Grahavo.

Refugee at Rennes Tells of German 
Brutality in Hanover—Party Ar- 
rested as Spies. 


LONDON, Aug. 18, 1:20 a. mA Reuter 
dispatch from Rennes, France, says: 

Mme. Guillon, a wealthy resident of 
Combourg, a town a short distance south- 
east of Saint Malo, has arrived here 
and told how her husband and baby were 
killed by a mob in Hanover, Germany. 
The grief stricken woman said: 

“* We were expelled on Aug. 2 from 
Kolberg [a town of Prussia in Pomerania) 
and tried to reach France through Swit- 
zeriland. But we were turned back before 
we reached the German frontier and com- 
pelled to retrace our steps and go by way 
of Holland. 

On arriving in Hanover my husband 
and myself were arrested as spies and 
stoned by a mob, despite the protective 
efforts of the police. My husband unfor- 
tunately lost his self-control and cried, 
“Long live France!” and Long live 
England!“ whereupon he was shot. 

“* Two friends who tried to intervene 
also were killed. Our baby, which wore 
a Cap bearing the word France,“ was 
torn. away from me, dashed to the ground, 
and killed. 

My brother-in-law was thrown into 
prison at Bentheim. I escaped and after 
various adventures succeeded in reaching 
Holland.“

MAY SEIZE GERMAN ISLANDS. 

American officials regard it as absurd 
to suppose that Japan wil. not seize the 
German islands if it declared war on 
the kaiser. 

The islands number about 1,000 and 
were purchased by Germany from Spain 
for $5,000,000 in 1899. As developed 
by Germany they are now worth sev- 
eral times this amount, and would be 
valued even more by Japan not only be- 
cause of their strategic importance but 
because of the possibilities of Japanese 
colonization and development. 

The seizure of these islands by Japan 
would be regarded with great disqui- 
etude by the Wilson administration, al- 
though it could do little more than pro- 
test unless it were intended to back up 
such protest with force, 


JAP ATTITUDE MAY CHANGE. 


The Japanese assurances with re- 
garni to American interests, when an- 
alyzed, do not appear conclusive. The 
Okuma government has the reputation 
of being friendly to the United States. 
But ite attitude is reported to be not 
overwhelmingly popular with the Jap- 
anese people. So the attitude of the 
government may change at any moment.

That the United States government 
is satisfied with the assurances respect- 
ing the territorial integrity of China 
contained in the Japanese ultimatum to 
Germany was made known promptly at 
the White House. ‘ 

The president told callers the United 
States does not question the good faith 
of Japan in announcing its intention to 
restore to China the territory of Kau- 
Chau, from which it has demanded that 
Germany withdraw. 

It was clearly indicated that the 
United States government sees now no 
reason for raising any objection to Ja- 
pan's course, and intends to remaio 
passive in the ezpected struggle in the 
far east. | 

The president said that as a neutral 
the United States is called upon to 
keep silent, and even expressed the sug- 
gestion that the newspapers refrain 
from speculation on the subject. 


FURTHERS JAP AMBITION. 

The views expressed at the White 
House, however, found no echo else 
where in Washington. The action of 
Japan was denounced as the least de- 
fensible move yet made in connection 
with the European wars, initiated for 
the sole purpose of furthering Japan's 
ambitions.

LONDON, Aug. 17. —I am in a position 


to supply Tun TRIBUNE with the follow 


ing exclusive authoritative information 
regarding the Japanese ullimeatum te 


Germany. 


In the first place, it is important to ob- 
serve. that the Japanese action in the far 
east la a natural consequence of the terms 
of the treaty of alliance with England. 
It was only undertaken after a full and 
frank consultation with the British gov- 


ernment, as a resuit of which it ie under- 


stood it wes agreed that the forces of 
both countries are to codperate against 
Klau-Chau, which place ie to be restored 


to China. 


Moreover, it is agreed that further ac- 
tivities of the Japanese in the Yellow sea 
Will be confined to measures necessary 
for the protection of shipping operations 


and will not be extended to the Pacific. 
Allies to Reassure China. 


The British and Japanese representa- 
tives in Peking will reassure the Chi- 
nese government, explaining thé neces- 
sity of the operations against Germany's 
lea sed territory and the intention to pre- 


serve the land for China. 


Irrespective of the obligations of the

| Many Handicaps on Task. 

During the last few years South Amer- 
ica has suffered from everything, from a 
prolonged drouth to gross governmental 
extravagance. It has felt the effects of 


| pursted land booms and of artificially 


inflated prices for its products. In some 
of the republics there have been large 
issues of paper currency, which now fluc- 
tuates at 60 per cent or less of its face 
value. 

The effect of the war, suddeniy cutting 
off exports and stopping collections, has 
been severe. It has been especially severe 
‘because it eame at a time when business 
was already depressed and upset. Many 
ot the banks in South America have been 
closed and moratoriums, postponing the 
collection of various debts, have been de- 
clared. 

In the face of this situation, some of the 
lines of steamers running to South Amer- 
ica have discontinued their service. On 
other lines the freight rates have been 
raised from 20 to 100 per cent. 


Man Sized Job Ahead. 

Yet. with all these untoward circum- 
stances to confront, it seems to be the 
duty and the opportunity of the United 
States to cotperate with its neighbors to 
the south in meeting the present crisis.

HARVESTING THE CROPS. 

It is 2 o'clock of a glorious afternoon, 
We are gliding through the rich green 
of hopfields, then through other fields 
where shocks of grain await the wagons 
and where horses are working in tandems 
of four. Stretches of woodland flash by. 
It is like a park. 

A peacefuller, sweeter scene never 

was, and the golden August sunlight is 
over all. 
Literally it is a smiling country and 
you do not wonder that its men are ready 
to fight for it to the last gasp. Its lovell- 
ness is rustic, but entrancing, and every 
genial sight and sound by the wayside 
moves to pensive meditation on the mad- 
ness let loose on Europe since Tuesday 
a week. 


REAL SIGNS OF STRIFE 


In two hours we are in Folkestone. 
All the way the three French gentle- 
men in the compartment with me have 
been silent. As we glide into the envi- 
rons of Folkestone we catch a glimpse 
of troops encampal] by the sea, their 
tents shining happily under the sun. 
It is the most specific actuality of war 
we bave seen and makes us gasp. 

During a tedious half hour of em- 
barking on the hot pier at Folkestone 
everybody is extraordinarily civil— 
gravely, not effusively so. War chas- 
tens the noncombatant wonderfully, and 
the typical aggressive Englishman, ever 
solicitous for his rights in a crowd- 
ed train or boat, is gentle to a man 
he feels he may never look on in the 
land of the living again. 

CHANGES MIND; TROUBLE. 

I decide to take a boat for Boulogne 


proclamation posted on the station wall 
and addressed to the army of the land 
and the army of the sea and giving an 
order of general mobilization.

HELD UP BY. SOLDIERS. 
Numerous specific details follow. I 
have bardly finished copying when a 
man who has been standing near me 
moves quietly away.

that I have been a fool. That impres- 


sion is promptly confirmed. A lieuten- 
ant appears. Quite unobtgysively six 
soldiers group themselves within ten 
feet of the lieutenant. Two are be 
hind me; two in front of me, and one on 
each side of me. The lieutenant is 
bristling from top to toe with questions. 
From where come I? Whither am I 
going? What time did I leave London? 
What time did I arrive at Boulogne? 
What time did I intend to leave Bou- 
logne? Who am 1? Where is my pass- 
port? The lieutenant is polite but 
pressing. The six soldiers watch atten-

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thirty miles from Boulogne to Calais. 


MEN NOISY; OFFICERS GRAVE. : 

It is 2 o’clock of a silent morning in 
Calais and I snatch three hours sleep 
and a cup of coffee preparatory to push- 
ing on to Lille at 6 o’clok. Another 
gorgeous morning dawns. The train ig 
packed with soldiers. The privates are 
in compartments by themselves and they 
sing loudly for hours at atime. The offi- 
cers and reservists from the upper walks 
of life travel first class and are quiet and 
suave. 

As the train creeps along the enthu- 
siasm of the crowds which have turned 
out to cheer the soldiers is tremendous. 

Babies, evidently snatched from their 
cradles, are brought to railway stations 
where the train stops or to crossings 
where it slows up to see the heroic sight. 
Lifted high in their mother’s arms they 
are bidden to throw kisses to the sol- 
diers. Sleepily rubbing their eyes they 
obey. 

TAKE ON MORE MEN. 

Frequently we stop to take on more 
men whose destination is points of mo- 
bilization. Again there are weeping 
women, trying so hard not to weep, and 
the men with faces white and rigid as 
they kiss the women good-by. 

It is a bitter thing to see these 
French women crying—these creatures 
so merry and so gentle that one did not 
think they ever could be heavy hearted, 
All day I see faces like the Mater 
Dolorosa, and they will live in my mem- 
ory forever. 

We pass into a region of exquisite 
little farms. Every doorway enframes 
tle figures of women and children, who 
wave flags and throw kisses. Flags fly 
from every church spire and farmhouse. 
Sometimes the French tricolor is flanked 
by Belgian and English flags. The 
golden chantecler of France surmounts 
these flags on the steeples. 

The effect is of a countryside per- 
fectly radiant with patriotiam. 


DRILL IN HARVEST FIELDS. 

Red trousered soldiers are at drill 
amid the yellow sheaves of distant har- 
vest fielis. It is as if poppies were 
marching through the golden grain. 

Against the white walls of inns and 
farmhouses soldiers stripped to the 
waist are washing thewrelves. It is 
Meissonier in living pictures. On the 
brick wall of an orchard boys have 
chalked in letters six feet high the word 
14 Courage.” 

At every station where we pause

flags. Soldiers are packed into the glass 
roofed railway station and they make the 
great arches roar with their singing of 
the “ Marseillaise.” 22 

It would all be intoxicating but for 
those tears of the women and the hands 
pressed hard against the trembling lips. 

Street cars running by the railway 
station are emblazoned with the Red 
Cross, In the railway yards are oddly 
mixed trains composed of parlor cars 
for officers and freight cars for the offi- 
cers’ horses. They bear placards of res- 
ervation. 

In two hours we pull out of Lille for 
the little town of Baisieux on the French 
frontier. 

Soldiers in the third class compart- 
ments are singing a wild patriotic song 
and accompanying the words with a 
mighty stamping in marcu time. 

ALLIES’ FLAGS INTERMINGLE. 

As we draw near the frontier inter- 
twined French and Belgian flags be- 
come more and more numerous. At 
Blandain, the first Belgian town across 
the frontier, the English, French, and 
Belgian flags are flying from the top of 
the church spire, and a brisk breeze 
flings their folds wide. 

All the men and women visible from 
the train are wearing rosettes of French 
and Béigian colors. We are on the last 
stage of our journey now. A few old 
men and some women and children are 
gathering in the harvest. They work 
with feverish haste. Every hour counts 
in this crisis. 

At bridges and crossings old men and 
boys are on guard. They carry guns 
and most of them wear garments of 
the farm. Some stalk backward and 
forward in wooden shoes. 


ONLY ONE DRUNKEN MAN. 

It is nearly 3 o’clock and we are 
approaching royal Brussels, seat of the 
Ancient Belgian Fortiture and of the 
new Belgian glory. am finishing 
twenty-five hours of almost incessant 
movement and numerous changes, and 
in all my wanderings I have seen only 
one drunken man. He was a civilian 
and more ribald than obstreperous. 

I have asked a hundred questions 
and the reply to every question has 
been cheerful assistance. 

As for the French, I do not see 
how they could be more polite, helpful, 
sanely cheerful at any time than they 
are in this distressing time. I shall

Defines Regrating. 

He gave the following definitions of 
“ forestalling and “ regrating "’: 

Forestalling consists of buying up neces- 
saries on their way to market, or contract. 
ing for the control of anything coming 
toward market, or even of holding out in- 
ducements to producers to raise their prices 
or to withhold their commodities from the 
market. 

Regrating consists of buying up neces- 
artes after they had reached market, with 
tent to rese'i in the same market at an 
enhanced price, or even the contracting for 
the delivery of goods in advance of the mar- 
ket with Uke intent. 

Engrossing is the most comprehensive of 
these offenses, covering all buying of neces- 
saries at markets or elsewhere with intent to 
sell again, and especially much buying of 
this sort with intent to control the market.

THE LUNATIC AT LARGE. 

Now that it is too late, evidence of the abnormal 
character of the negre Carleton, who massacred 
the household at Spring Green, does not seem dif- 
ficult to get. If what Oarleton'’s wife and ac 
quaintances now say of him is true he was or 
should have been a marked man. If a dog runs 
down a public street foaming at the mouth something 
ie done about it But Carleton seems to bave 
given almost if not quite an plain signe of bis dan 
gerous character, and nothing was done about it. 

It is true that this knowledge was confined te 
people ignorant of the significance of his attacks 
of “temper,” but if it had not been 80 confined 
would any preventive action have been taken? A 
most certainly not. Society bas as yet no nye 
tematic plan for protecting itself from the sporadic 
degenerate until after he has declared himself un- 
liistakably in some atrecity. Then perhaps it 
hangs or electrocutes Mm or shuts him up, and 
sometimes even turns him loose after a time to do 
more destruction. 

The problem is one of very great difficulty. Per- 
haps it cannot be solved without resort to methods 
more costly or more onerous than the solution justi- 
fies, Certainly at the present we must accept it 
as one of the hazards of human intercourse, while 
we do the best we can with the partial means we 
have devised te diminish the danger, We at least 
are becoming more aware of the gravity of the evil 
and its extent and are studying its sources and 


"conditions. We cannot fall to make progress. 


THE LOST INDIVIDUAL. 

' After the first German forces had gone into Bel- 
gium.against Liege there was found on one of the 
roadways the body of a man holding an umbrella. 
Some orderly, circumspect citizen, accustomed to 
guarding himself against such accidents of life as a 
sudden downpour, had gone from home, carrying that 
protection of respectability, an umbrella. Respect- 
ability does not submit willingly to the discomfort 
of dripping clothes and the umbrella is the token of 
a precise nature. 

His fate was sufficiently terrible in its irony 
to get a Une in the cables, and the picture of the 
man with the umbrella lying dead in the roadway 
as the troops passed on was given us. 

The man with the umbrella was the individual 
and Europe no longer is made up of individuals, It 
is made up of manses. The individual has been lost. 
A regiment may be scattered, a brigade routed, a di- 
vigion hammered, but the individual is gone. 

Two weeks ago the life of the man with the um- 
brella was sacred. He might have been a timid per- 
son, but he would have gone almost anywhere in Eu- 
rope protected by his own consciousness of his indi- 
vidual value. Society was organised to protect him. 
Laboratories and law, health officers and policemen, 
bacteriologists and surgeons, worked to guard bim. 
His individualism was consciously important. Sud- 
denly it becomes nothing. Only masses count. The 
individual is lost. | 


.-COLONIAL CHANGES TO COME. 

The Japanese ultimatum emphasizes for the first 
fime since war began the colonial possibilities in- 
volved. The defeat of Germany, it is now brought 
home to us, will result in a substantial strength- 
ening of Japan's hand in the Pacific, but it als» 
will bring about some changes in other parts of 
the world which, while of less concern to us, are 
by no means unimportant in world politics. 
For example, Berlin admits that their patrols in 
Togoland (German Hast Africa) have clashed with 
the French, and that British forces have entered 
this territory, though they have not yet come in 
éontact with them. London reports that Germans 
have invaded British Bast Africa. 

Togoland, or German East Africa, le the wedge 
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purpose which has been in the mind of our o 
government—the elimination of the far e 

the scope of war operations—the communication 
to Berlin might have been worded te permit an 
acceptance. i 

President Wilson and Mr. Bryan endeavored to 
have the nations come to an agreement which 
would respect the peace in Chinese waters, fear- 
ing that China might fall victim to disorders if 
there were collisions of armed Huropeans near her 
ports or on her territories. 

Germany would have nothing to lose by enter. 
ing into an agreement which would prevent mill- 
tary operations, and if Japan's wish hed been 
merely to avoid the disturbance of trade conditions 
by war it could have submitted a proposal that 
was at least open to consideration. 

Resentment of the Gefman occupation ef Nlau- 
Chau has been nourished in Japan, but the mo- 
tive for Japanese intervention must be looked for 
in the British policy of destruction. All rational 
opinion has been upset in the last month, proving, 
incidentally, how little dependence is to be put upon 
reason when human impulses are considered, and 
it was a part of that opinion to hold that Japan 
was too near financial exhaustion to fight. 

That was offered the United States as a sedative 
when complications seemed menacing. It is true 
that the operations upon which Japan enters are 
not likely to be exhausting. It is a minor cam- 
paign for the Japanese forces, but it serves to 
teach our statesmanship that the thing which 
“cannot happen has a way of happening. 

For comfort and security we supprees the alarm- 
ist, but our plans must consider the fact that noth- 
ing is impossible. This new turn ef war touches 
us but does not involve us. Den with the world 
turned topsy turvy we can preserve our equilibrium, 


OVER AND UNDER SUPPLIED. 
In our southern states cotton is the burden of 
war. The work of carrying it Is enormous, If 
the best prospects of marketing it abroad be real- 
ized there nevertheless will be difficulty in dis 
posing of at least 8,000,000 to 4,000,000 bales.” 
That is thé estimate of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, i 
At the same time, it la observed that soon there 
will be a lack of the cheaper cotton goods in 
America, The shirtinge which go on the back of 
the average American will not be coming ovet 
from English and continental mills. 
We have the raw material and now are pussled 
to know what to de with it We need the dnished 
article and may be pussled to know how to do 
without it. Certain established economic and me- 
chanical obstacles stand in the way of American 
use of American raw material, but they are not 
insurmountable, and the present condition of things 
contains an illogicality that is costly but remov- 
able. 


The Peace of Nations. A 


[From *‘ Peace and Happiness. by Lord Ave bury.) 

Is the desire for more friendly relations really 
hopeless? Europe has great interests in common, 
The late Marquis of Salisbury, when Unionist 
prime minister, in a speech delivered at the Man- 
sion house Nov. 10, 1897, made the following re- 
markable statement: But remember this—that 
the federation of Durope is the embryo of the 
only possible structure of Europe which can save 
civilization from the desolating effects of a dis- 
aster of war. You notice that on all sides the 
instruments of destruction, the piling up of arma, 
are becoming larger and larger. The powers of 
concentration are becoming greater, the instru- 
ments of death more active and more numerous, 
and are improved with every year; and each na- 
tion ie bound, for ite own safety s sake, to take 
part in this competition. The one hope that we 
have to prevent this competition from ending in 
a terrible effort of mutual destruction, arvhich 
would be fatal to Christian civilisation—the only 
hope We have is that the powers may gradually 
be brought tegether to act together in a friendly 
spirit on all questions of difference which may 
arise, and till at last they shall be welded in same 
international conatitution which shall give to the 
world, as a result of their great strength, a long 
spell of unfettered and prosperous trade and con- 
tinued peace.” 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the late Rad- 
ical prime minister of Great Britain, in a speech 
delivered in London Dec. 22, 1906, ald: . 

I hold that the growth of armaments is a great 
danger to the peace of the world. The policy 
of huge armaments feeds the belief that force is 
the best, if not the only, solution of International 
differences. It ia a policy which tends to inflame 
old sores and to create new sores, and I submit 
to you that as the principle of peaceful arbitra- 
tion gains ground it becomes one of the highest 
tasks of the statesman to adjust armaments to 


role could this great country have than at the 
fitting moment to place itself at the head of a 
league of peace, through whose instrumentality 
this great work could be effected! 

“A reduction of armaments would be an enor- 
mous boon to the whole world, and especially to 
the people of Europe; it would, I believe, save 
the continent from drifting into revolution and 
misery. It would diminish the burden of taxa- 
tion, lighten the hours of labor, raige wages, and 
lower the price of necessaries. I hope, therefore, 
that we shall loge no opportunity of pressing for 
a reduction of armaments. . .. And if this 
policy should happily succee@ in feplacitng en- 
travagance, jealousy, and suapicion by ¢senomy,

Japan under these conditions is likely to de- 
clare war against China, as no nation can come 
to her assistance except the United States, which 
in many ways Japan would rather see become 
involved in war with her at this time than later. 

Ruseta aleo looks with disfavor on Japan's pre- 
eminence in this part of the world, as it again 
would have the effect of cutting her of from an 
ioe free port and an outlet for her commerce 
from northern Asia. Russia, however, is so oc- 
oupied that she can do nothing at present. This 
leaves only the United States, with all her feet 
on the east coast of America, from which at this 


with no merchant marine to back up her fleet in 
the event of the necessity arising to send it to 
the far east, 

Japan in the meantime has placed herself on a 
war footing and ie ready for any eventualities 
that may arise. These are only a few of the pos- 
sibilities opened up by this action on the part of 
Japan. That it was sure to come no student of 
International affaire had any doubt.

The demand for the opening of the Dardanelles 
on the part of Russia, in the first place, is prac-~ 
tically sure te involve Turkey in war. If Eng- 
land seconds Russia's efforts to get out she 
would be abandoning the policy which she has 
striven for several generations to uphold against 
Russia. Providing England attempted to coerce 
Turkey and drew down a declaration of war from 
Turkey on herself she would be bringing on her- 
self the wrath of the whele Mohammedan world, 
that she has striven for so long to avoid, This 
would involve India and Egypt especially. 

The interests of the allies are 8e divergent in 
this combat against the German peoples that it 
is difficult to see how they can go forward 
ameothiy in their campaigns, France's large Mo- 
hammedan populations of Africa-—-and Italy's, for 
that matter—are menaced in an equal measure 
if a holy war is preached for the entire Moham- 
medan world. 

In its relation to the general war on the con- 
tinent of Europe it can easily be seen that these 
matters are exactiy what the triple entente de- 
sires to avoid, as they are the countries of large 
colonial possessions and great scattered holdings 
requiring a great deal of attention to keep them 
in order. It therefore dees not take a great 
stretch of the imagination to see that Germany's 
diplomacy in its relation to the Dardanelles and 
to sowing seeds of discord between the aliies its 
already bearing fruit.

THE END OF A NATION. 
{From the Cleveland Plain Desler.) 


Last week the Cherokee nation ceased to exist. 
The Indians, as ceitigens of the commonwealth of 
Oklahoma and possessing the full rights of Amer- 
jean citizenship, had no longer any need of their 
tribal government. The tribal funds will be 
divided among the members of the tribe, Among 
other distinguished men United States Senator 
Owen will receive a share, which will ameunt 
to about $15, 

The Cherokees, under largely unrestricted self- 
government, made remarkable strides. They, 
alone of the civilised Indians, possessed an al- 
phabet and a written language. The alphabet 
was the invention of a full blooded Cherokee, 
and is still used for the printing of newspapers 
and for oficial documents, 

The progress of the Cherokees has been a con- 
vincing proof of the excellence of the American 
Indian when he is uncorrupted by the white 
man's evils, The Cherokees conducted their own 
affairs, and rigorously excluded the Indian en- 
ploiter. They are the bent of the five civilisea 
tribes, but the advance of the other four is only 
jess remarkable. Instead of being a vanishing 
race the Indians of Oklahoma are multiplying in 
numbers. 

The other . four nations have also signed 

| with the United States by which they 
undertake to abolish their tribal governments 
They have progressed more slowly than the 
kees, however. and are not yet ready te

Fruitarians. 

E ARE all more or less fruitari- 
ans at this time of year, for 
there are more fruits to eat out 
of hand just now than at any 
other season and they amp!y 

provoke us to eat them. The cherry sea- 
son gets longer every year, so that this 
fruit finally becomes for a season a con- 
temporary of the grape, Peaches and 


pears, in all their juicy splendor, are with 
us, and the apple, which more than any 
other fruit is eaten from basket or box, 
is beginning its long reign. 

With care we can almost make our- 
selves over at this time of year, by beccen- 
ing ardent fruitarians, but by careleas- 
ness we may easily make oprselves very 
ill. Doctors are saying no fruit,” and 
have been saying it to various people 
with summer afflictions, which are as 
often as not after effects of affected 
meat rather than the result of fruit eat- 
ing. : 

Yet sound and ripe fruit is the only safe 
fruit, and let us add right here that sound 
and ripe fruit put intoa refrigerator with 
a moist instead of dry air, unless it is 
Greenland cold, may come out very near- 
ly rotten after twenty-four hours or per- 
haps a little more. 

So many insidious troubles come from 
poorly refrigerated foods that this sub-

ject needs to be constantly harped upon. 
Do lemons keep well in your refrigerator? 
If they do not it is no place for other 
fruit. Lemons will keep for a long time, 
and far better, in eome perfectly dry and 
covered utensil, than in the coldest of ice 
boxes if the air therein is moist. For 
general household use it is better to keep 
them thus; because they are less likely 
to be subjected to wide variations of tem- 


‘perature.

Peach Snow: Poach peaches in a me- 
dium sirup till soft, dip them out, then 
drop into this sirup balls of white of egg 
beaten stiff and lightly sweetened, and 
poach these. Pile on top of the peaches 
and pour the sirup over the whole. Or the 
peach may be served raw in this same 
way. This has greater food value than 
the peaches and cream, but is not neces- 
sarily very fattening. 

Of apples, Chittenden, in The Nutri- 
ton of Man,“ says: Apples when thor- 
oughly ripe are above reproach, if prop- 
erly masticated, but the raw fruit is some- 
what indigestible when swallowed in too 
large pieces, and may cause trouble to a 
delicate stomach. A baked apple, on the 
other hand, is both savory and whole- 
some, and if served with sugar and cream, 
for example, constitutes a most healthful 
and catlatying article of food.“

“wick, who was slain there on Saturday, 
will rise as the upland grass spreads over 


i he new made grave in the cemetery be- 


ide Unity chapel. 

Mr. Wright said he would return to Chi- 
eago in two or three days, when the rou- 
tine of the estate had been reéstablished. 
His contract for the Midway Gardens is 
shortly ei claim a large degree of atten- 


tion. 

Mr. Wright would not discuss his future 
relations to Mrs. Wright of Oak Park. 

“The conditions, the past, and all that 
pertains to the affair makes it certain 
that it will not effect any reconciliation,’’ 
a close relative of the hillside family ob- 
perved. 

Thomas Brunker, one of the hatchet 
victims, under treatment at the Porter 
home in the hillside valley, was reported 
to be rapidly sinking at 10 o' clock to- 
hight. It was feared he would not sur- 
vive the night. His death would bring 
the toll of the hatchet murders to a total 
of six. 

Slayer an Enigma. 

‘Twenty miles away, at Dodgeville, 
Julian Carleton, the hatchet-man slayer 
of Mrs. Borthwick and five times a mur- 
derer, in his cell at the Iowa county jail, 
remains a pereonified enigma. In the be- 
lief that there is a reason for everything 
James E. Oneil, district attorney, is try- 
ing to find an answer to the question 
'“ Why?” to explain the murders of Mrs. 
Borthwick, her ohüdren, Emil Brodelle 
of the architect's staff, and Ernest Wes- 
ton, the young eon of the superintendent 
of the Wright estate. 

There are a half dozen hypotheses and 
only one answer tenable, in the opinion 
of the district attorney, and that is in- 
sanity.” 

Tonight there was the formality of an 
arraignment in the jail. 

Carleton, apparently little more than 
half conscious and still suffering as a re- 
suit of the dose of muratic acid after the 
murders, was carried from his ceil to a 
chair outside the grated door. The war- 
rant was read. The negro whispered 
something no one could understand. A 
formal plea of not guilty was entered in 
his behalf with the acquiescence of the 
district attorney and the hearing was 
postponed indefinitely. 


No Sign of “Dope” Hunger. 

The negro, under stress, ill, and a pris- 
oner since Saturday night, has betrayed 
no sign of dope hunger. There are no 
marks of any drug habit, which could not, 
if they existed, escape the se ching med- 
ical examination made by Dr. W. S. Lin- 
coln, the jail physician at Dodgeville. 

The negro’s wife, held a prisoner in the 
Same jail, declaring herself forever es- 
tranged from her murderer husband, in- 
tists she has never known him to be ad- 
dicted to the use of any drug. 

The negro yesterday scrawied his name 
as signature to a statement taken more 
with the purpose of drawing him out than 
to assume a legal significance. 

“The fire was accidental,” says this 
statement. “1 was attacked by Brodelle 
and I struck him in self-defense.” 

The statement in a mass of circumlocu- 
tory detall says the others were Killed 
because they were witnesses to the slay- 
ing of Brodelle. Q 

A sidelight on the affair is thrown by 
J. M. Rouchlin, a Spring Green tavern 
keeper. 

“More than two weeks ago,” said 
Rouchlin, “ William Weston and Deve 
Lindblom were in my place talking about 
that negro butler. 

He's polite and smart, but he’s the 
most desperate, hotheaded fellow I ever 
Saw,’ Weston said. 

“*Doa’t ever contradict him; be’ll fly 
off the handle any minute.“ 


SCOFFS AT PLOT THEORY. 

Sherman Booth, attorney for Mr. 
Wright, who returned yesterday from 
Wisconsin, scoffed at the theory that the 
wholesale murder in the Wright bunga- 
low was the result of a plot. 

“I do think, however,” he said, “ that 
the crime was not one committed on the 
spur of the moment. Carleton had 
Planned it in advance. This is shown by 
the fact that he asked Weston during 
the morning where the gasoline was kept. 

“ As far as I know Mrs. Borthwick left 
no will and I believe I would know of it 
had she left one. I do not think she owned 
a great deal of personal property besides 
that in the bungalow.” 


Carleton a Dope User. 
Detectives from Capt. Halpin’s office 


Still are investigating Carleton's past life 


and are checking up on the criminal rec- 
ords to find out if his name has appeared

ELECTRIC PLANT 
FOR SOUTH SIDE 


Edison Company Provides’ 


for Probable Service 
to Rail Lines. 


BUYS 24 ACRE TRACT. 


The Commonwealth Edison company 
yesterday took the first steps toward the 
erection of a large electrical power plant 
in South Chicago. The company acquired 
title to twenty-four acres of land at One 
Hundredth street and Avenue N. 

The location is in the center of the 
immense factory district of that section 
of the city. It is also tributary to the 
right of ways of the Pennsylvania Pan- 
handle, Lake Shore, and Baltimore and 
Ohio lines, which, in the course of years. 
may electrify. The tract ls bounded by 
the Lake Shore tracks, the Pennsylvania, 
and the Calumet river. 

Samuel Insull, president of the Com- 
monwealth Edison company, said last 
night the location of the new plant had 
nothing to do with the suggested elec- 
trification of the railroads, but was mere- 
ly a part of the general engineering 
scheme of the company to establish plants 
in advantageous locations in different 
sections of the city. 


Bought Two Years Ago. 

“ The transaction is merely the record- 
ing of the property, Mr. Insull said. 
“We acquired the property two years ago 
and will use it to erect a plant to supply 
the manufacturing firms of South Chi- 
cago and Burnside with power. It is 
located at that point because fuel may be 
switched in easily and because there is 
plenty of water there. Water and fuel 
are necessary in the operation of a power 
plant. 

“So far as the electrification of the 
railroads is concerned, I can say that we 
have no contracts with any roads for 
power to operate their trains. But of 
course the powerhouse will be there if any

Police Capture Patrolman’s 
Murderer After Storming 
Negro Stronghold. 


DISARMED BY BULLET. 


Fifty policeméh armed with revolvers 
and rifies fought a four hours’ battie 
with a negro who had barricaded him- 
self in a rooming house above a sa- 
loon at South State and Thirty-eighth 
streets early yesterday. Simon Hogan, 
the negro, answered the fire from win- 
dow and door with an automatic pis- 
tol with which he had killed Policeman 
George Trumbull a few hours before. 

Sleepy residents of the black belt for 
many biocks round, aroused by the 
fusillade, hurried into the streets and 
stood cowering at a safe distance as 
they watched the progress of the battle. 
Rifle bullet drilled their way through 
window panes and doors, and even 
through the clap boards of the frame 
building. 


Bullet Rends Pistol Hand. 

Flashes from Hogan's automatic came 
first through one window and then from 
another as he crept from room to room to 
avoid the deadly rain of lead. 

The negro surrendered only after 6 
policeman with true marksmanship sent 
the automatic flying out of his hand with 
a rifle bullet. 

Hogan killed Policeman Trumbull in 
his tracks when the latter accosted him 
at South State and Twenty-sixth streets. 
The negro had entered the home of Mrs. 
Emma Miller, a negro woman, at 204 
South State street and had threatened 
to kill her unless she gave him §1. 

Detectives were scattered through the 
district to search for him, They went to 
his brother’s house at 3115 Federai street. 
They had hardly arrived when Mrs. Julia 
Robinson rushed in. 


Points Revolver at Woman. 

Hogan is in my house at 3800 South 
State street with a revolver,” she panted. 

Capt. Coughlin, Lieut. Grady, and a 
score of detectives and policemen hur- 
ried to the house in automobiles. They 
found the front door locked and went 
around to the rear. Patrolman Michael 
Fadden forced the door and shouted for 
Hogan to surrender. He was answered 
by two shots, one of the bullete tearing 
through Fadden's hand and entering his 
groin. 

When the first volley was poured into 
the house two hysterical negro women 
and two men appeared at the windows 
screaming. They were taken from the 
windows by means of ladders. 

Finally the negro stuck his arm out of 
a window from behind the edge of 4 shade 
and no sooner had he done so than a rifle 
bullet clipped him in the hand. The au- 
tomatic went spinning. A moment later 
the negro came down the steps with one 
arm hanging limp at hie side and the 
other raised above his head.

ROBEY STREET 


Thomas A. O’Shaughnessey 
Says Records Have Been 
Upheld. 


NOT SO, PERSISTS LEE. 


The controversy over the journeyings 
of Father Jacques Marguette and his 
choice of a civer—the Chicago or the Cal- 
umet—to gain his destination at Starved 
Rock grows more and more perplexing, 

Henry W. Lee, who started the fuss 
maintains Marquette never na via ted R 
Chicago, and Father H. S. Spalding. 8. J., 
and Thomas A. O' Shaughuessey say he 
not only went up the stream but spent a 
winter here. 

This dispute was cleared up in 1907,” 
said O’Shaughnessey. “I looked up all 
the different contentions and all the evi- 
dence and presented it to a committee of 
the Chicago Historical society appointed 
for the purpose of settling the argument. 

“Ossian Guthrie's claims that Mar- 
quette had passed the winter at the foot 
of Robey street were pronounced the 
most probable with the information de- 
rived from Marquette's journal from 
translations made by John Gilmary Shea. 


Priest Surveyed Chicago. 

“The original manuscript of Father 
Marquette shows he surveyed Chicago 
and located his camp as being two leagues 
from the mouth of the river. He also 
described his journey upon leaving Chi- 
cago in the flood of 1675, and he described 
his landing on high ground as being four 
leagues further in from the lake. 

Now upon actual survey it was found 
the camp site was just two leagues from 
the lake. The second spot described ig 
identified as the mound made by the 
glacial silt in the river. The mound was 
at the foot of Robey street—the only high 
ground in the vicinity. There was no 
high ground inthe Calumet valley. 

Marquette also mentions the river with 
two outlets, ‘the waters dividing, part 
flowing into the valley of the Conception 
[which he called the Mississippi], the 
other outlet being into the Chicago river 
basin and into Lake Michigan.’ 

“ The Chicago river is the only one in 
Illinois with two outieta. There is not 
another point where the phenomena 
could have been observed.“ 


Contention by Lee. 

Mr. Lee's contention is that the Indians 
led Father Marquette through the most 
favorable portages and along the best 
routes. 

“Chicago was a swamp,"’ he said. 
“There were few Indians there. Father 
Marquettte came down the western shore 
of Lake Michigan. He describes Lake 
Bluff and other points along the north 
shore, and he describes Clark point—now 
Seventy-ninth street. He describes Lake 
Calumet to a ‘T’—and Palos Park, and 
Hegewiech, and Indian ridge. He bulit 
the first mission at Palos Park. 

“TI found an old French wrought iron 
ax there some time ago, showing that 
Father Marquette bad been there with his 
Frenchmen. The portages I could not 
explain at first. There is no necessity for 
them now. But I have learned that there 
were previous to 1805. The Little Calu-/ 
met and the Grand Calumet were not 
connected then. I know what I am ta- 
ing about, because I made a thorough in- 
vestigation.” 

Father Spalding said that according to 
Maraquette’s map it would be folly to 
think the missionary-explorer could have 
entered by way of the Calumet.
